Postman is 
suspended 
in Royal Mail 
investigation 


A POSTMAN has been tempo¬ 
rarily suspended for allegedly 
defecating in a residential 
street in Ely. 

According to residents, the 
postman, who was wearing his 
uniform at the time, was seen 
defecating in an area of shrub¬ 
bery in Henley Way - a quiet 
housing development located 
off Prickwillow Road. 

Royal Mail has confirmed 
that a postman, based in Ely, 
has been suspended “while an 
investigation into the matter is 
carried out”. 

It is not known who reported 
the alleged incident but resi¬ 
dents who live in and around 
Henley Way say they are “horri¬ 
fied”. 

Mum-of-two Harriet King, of 
Henley Way, said: “My friend 
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had heard about this and told 
me but I didn’t know whether 
to believe it or not. 

“You certainly don’t expect 
someone to go to the toilet like 
that in the street. 

“If the incident has been 
reported to Royal Mail then 
obviously someone must have 
witnessed it happening, which 
must have been awful for 
them.” 

Another Henley Way resident, 
who did not want to be named, 
said: “I’d heard about this 
through the grapevine. 

“I thought it was a joke but 
obviously if Royal Mail has 
confirmed that an investiga¬ 
tion is under way then it isn’t. 


“It just beggars belief. 

“It horrifies me to think that 
any human being thinks it is 
acceptable to defecate in a built 
up, residential area like Henley 
Way. 

“I’m sure there are a lot of 
people who, in an emergency 
situation, have had to go to the 
toilet maybe in a ditch or some¬ 
where out the way, but to do it 
near to people’s homes is 
absurd.” 

Royal Mail was unable to go 
into detail about the alleged 
incident. 

However, a spokeswoman for 
the organisation, said: “Royal 
Mail can confirm that a post¬ 
man has been precautionarily 
suspended whilst we carry out 
an investigation into this mat¬ 
ter.”

Octagon Park: 
final decision 


MULTI-million pound plans 
to build a new out-of-town 
retail park in Ely’s Angel 
Drove were expected to move 
a major step forward yester¬ 
day. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 
committee were due to make 
a final decision on the Section 
106 agreements for the 
Octagon Park development. 

If approved, which is what 
members were being recom¬ 
mended, the developer con¬ 
tributions would swell the 
public purse by more than £2 
million - and would allow 
work on the scheme to start. 

Healy Investments Ltd were 
given planning permission, in 
principle, for the Octagon 
Parkproposals last November, 
following more than five 
years of consultation exercis¬ 
es. 

The development would see 
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a new, larger, replacement 
Tesco store being built a few 
hundred yards along the A142 
from its current site, as well as 
a hotel, restaurant overlook¬ 
ing a water feature, petrol sta¬ 
tion, seven retail units includ¬ 
ing a DIY store, and an office/ 
industrial scheme. 

The new Tesco would add 80 
jobs to the existing 440 people 
they currently employ, and 
Octagon Park as a whole could 
create more than 600 new 
jobs. 

Matthew Chandler, of Healy 
Investments, said: “We are 
really pleased to be in a posi¬ 
tion to return to the planning 
committee to seek agreement 
to the final aspects of our 
application. 

“The scheme would be a 
multi-million pound invest¬ 
ment into Ely creating hun¬ 


dreds of jobs, boosting tour¬ 
ism and helping to ensure 
that local people do not need 
to travel out of the city to do 
their shopping. 

“The scheme would also 
provide much-needed funds 
towards the city centre byway 
of mitigation measures 
together with a community 
infrastructure payment of in 
excess of £2 million.” 

It was earlier this year that 
local developer Richard Sears, 
from the Cambridge Property 
Group, made a rival bid to try 
and get Tesco to re-locate to 
land in Downham Road, Ely, 
instead, under a proposed 
new development called 
Hereward Park. 

However, Tesco has con¬ 
firmed it has no interest in 
moving to that site.

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A QUICK-thinking school¬ 
boy who dialled 999 after a 
fire broke out at his home 
has been praised by the fire 
service. 

Oscar Thomson, 8, had not 
long been home from school 
when a fire suddenly started 
inside his mum, Sally 
Dunham’s industrial kiln at 
their home in Townsend, 
Soham. 

Sally, an award-winning 
ceramic sculptor, quickly 
rushed to get water and 
started to extinguish the 
flames, but in the mean¬ 
time, Oscar, a pupil at The 
Weatheralls Primary School 
in Soham, had called 999 on 
the house phone. 

Sally, who has another 
son, Cobey, 6, said: “The fire 
service didn’t really need to 
attend as it wasn’t a very big 
fire but Oscar dialled 999 
from the house phone. 

“He talked them through 
everything that was hap¬ 
pening and gave them all 
the necessary details - he 
did a good job and I’m proud 
of him. 

“I managed to extinguish 


the fire using water and it 
was out when the firefight¬ 
ers arrived. 

“I still don’t know how it 
started - I didn’t do any¬ 
thing different with the kiln 
and have been using one for 
around 16 years so it’s all a 
bit of a mystery. 

“Thankfully, neither the 
kiln, my studio, nor the 
house were damaged, and 
more importantly, nobody 
was hurt.” 

One crew from Soham 
attended the incident, 
which happened at around 
5.30pm on Monday. The 
cause of the fire was con¬ 
firmed as accidental. 

Clare Smith, station com¬ 
mander at Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service’s 
combined fire control, said: 
“When this young resident 
called 999 he was calm and 
didn’t panic, which is 
important when dealing 
with an emergency situa¬ 
tion. 

“He was a good example of 
how to call 999 and by keep¬ 
ing calm, listening to the 
operator and responding, it 
resulted in our crews being 
dispatched efficiently and 
effectively.”

Heads meet Michael Gove 
to bid for more funding 


HEAD teachers seeking more 
funding for Cambridge¬ 
shire’s schools have met with 
the Secretary of State for 
Education, Michael Gove. 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
head of Ely College; Dr Carin 
Taylor; head of Soham Village 
College and Christopher 
Terry, head of Witchford 
Village College, joined forces 
with MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, Sir Jim 
Paice, and Lucy Frazer, the 
Conservative election hope¬ 
ful for South East 
Cambridgeshire, to meet Mr 
Gove. 

According to recent figures, 
Cambridgeshire has been 
receiving the lowest school 
block funding per pupil out of 
all of the 151 local authorities, 
which has resulted in larger 
class sizes and fewer qualifi¬ 
cations among teachers. 

In March, the Government 
announced an additional 
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£20.5million for 

Cambridgeshire schools for 
the year 2015/16 - however, 
the funding formula beyond 
2017 has not yet been set. 

The meeting was organised 
to ensure that Cambridge¬ 
shire’s voice is heard on the 
issue before any decision is 
made on future funding allo¬ 
cations. 

During the meeting, Mr 
Gove confirmed it was the 
Conservatives’ intention to 
introduce a national funding 
formula in the next spending 
review, which he says would 
ensure fairer funding across 
the country. 

Sir Jim said: “The cost of liv¬ 
ing in Cambridgeshire is 
high, and local people have a 
reasonable expectation that 
their schools be well funded. 
Yet funding for the county’s

“To give our students the 
best start in life, I will be 
fighting continuously to try to 
ensure that Cambridgeshire 
schools get the best possible 
funding so our children have 
the brightest possible future.”

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Divo awards 
for the man 
who made 
an aeroplane 



AN aircraft enthusiast has won two 
awards for the vintage aeroplane he 
spent six years building in his garage. 

David Beale, from Sutton, has dedi¬ 
cated the majority of his spare time to 
building a replica E2H Percival Mew 
Gull monoplane. 

The aircraft, which was completed 
and flown for the first time last year, 
has been hailed a ‘remarkable feat’ and 
has seen David win two awards from 
the Vintage Aircraft Club. 

He has won the Desmond Penrose 
Trophy for ‘Vintage Aeroplane of the 
Year’ and the George Davidson Cup for 
his devotion for helping to keep vintage 
aircraft flying. 

David, who has recently retired as 
managing director of GB Innomech 
Ltd, based in Witchford, said: “There 
are no original Mew Gulls in the form 
they left the works in 1936 and so my 
plan was to build one and capture as 
much detail into an airworthy replica

while it is possible to do so. The project 
took me six years and was mainly con¬ 
structed in my garage in Sutton. 

“The aircraft has a range of over 1,000 
miles and cruises at 200mph. It beats a 
‘super car’ hands down and is still fast¬ 
er than all but a few modern light air¬ 
craft. 

“The forward visibility is as bad as 
predicted and great care has to be taken 
when flying to make sure there is noth¬ 
ing in the way when travelling at 3.5 
miles a minute. 

“The comment from the test pilot 
when he first flew it was that the air¬ 
field totally disappears from view on 
final approach, so landings are almost 
by feel and features are visible to the 
sides only not ahead. 

“The aircraft has no modern landing 
aids and is exactly as flown in 1936.”

Proposals 
to enhance 
Riverside 
area of Ely 


TREES could be removed from 
Ely’s Riverside as part of plans to 
“improve and enhance” the pop¬ 
ular area.

“The feedback we’ve received is 
that the area should be more 
attractive for both residents and 
visitors. 

“Some required maintenance 
and improvements have already 
been undertaken but further 
enhancements could be consid¬ 
ered and funded from monies 
received by the City of Ely Council 
from developers. 

“The plans include new seating, 
the removal and re-planting of 
trees, enhanced landscaping and 
flower beds.”

Both authorities have been dis¬ 
cussing the improvements, and 
consulting on them with the pub¬ 
lic, since last summer. 

Certain changes, including the 
decision to lift the cycling ban in 
Riverside - a move which proved 
controversial - and creating new 
signage to highlight where and 
what the public should feed ducks 
and other wildfowl on the river, 
have already been implemented. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of 
the community and environment 
committee at the district council, 
said: “Our priority has been to 
look at ways to enhance the expe¬ 
rience you get as you visit Ely’s 
Riverside. 

“This doesn’t mean spending 
lots of money on big changes but 
getting the little things right. We 
hope the improvements will make 
the Riverside an even better place 
to visit.”

Shop rents ‘too expensive’ 


A POP-UP designer clothing shop 
has closed its doors in Ely. 

The Gun Hill clothing discount 
store was opened inside the former 
Millets premises, in Market Place, 
by Nick Fryer in April. 

Mr Fryer, who has Gun Hill shops 
in Burnham Market, Saffron 
Walden, Holt and Southwold, 
opened the pop-up shop subject to 
a three-month lease, which came 
to an end last week. 

Speaking to Ely News, Mr Fryer 
said: “We opened the shop under a

three-month lease and effectively 
that was always the plan. 

“We did at one time consider 
opening in Ely permanently but if 
I’m honest, the rents are too expen¬ 
sive here. 

“I’d like to thank everyone for 
their support over the last three 
months.” 

The closure means the premises, 
which stood empty for more than 


two years before the pop-up shop 
opened inside it, will be vacant 
again. 

James Bateson, from local prop¬ 
erty management firm Rannerlow 
Ltd, is asking £40,000 a year in rent 
for the 2,015sq ft shop - something 
which residents have slammed as 
“pure greed”. 

But Mr Bateson has defended the 
rent charges. Speaking earlier this 
year, he said: “I don’t believe 
£40,000 is too steep. 

“The rent is calculated per square 


foot and this building is a large 
unit. It also wouldn’t be fair for us 
to lower the rent as it has to be fair 
for all. 

“I don’t think our other tenants, 
such as the butchers next door or 
the estate agents in the same block, 
would be too happy if we were 
manipulating the rent just to get 
the premises occupied.” 

Residents have suggested numer¬ 
ous uses for the building in the last 
few months, including allowing the 
post office to move inside it.

On board the mercy ship 


The Cheng family opted for a 
rather different family trip this 
year, spending two weeks in the 
Republic of Congo volunteering 
on board the world’s largest 
floating hospital. They tell Lydia 
Fallon how the experience 
changed their lives. 


WHEN the Africa Mercy docks, 
you’ll certainly know about it. 

The world’s largest floating 
hospital, it measures nearly 500 feet 
in length and brings with it eight 
decks, five operating theatres, 128 
beds and a 450-strong team of 
people living and working on board. 

But, more importantly, it brings 
hope to those who have none. 

Queues and queues of people - 
many who have travelled hundreds 
of miles to get there - will arrive for 
the ship’s screening days, lining up 
in anticipation to see if they can 
receive the life-changing treatment 
they so desperately need. 

Some will have fled war-torn 


countries; many will have never 
seen a doctor in their life and all 
will be hoping for a miracle. 

“There were 7,000 people and 
everybody came on the same day,” 
says Dr Leo Cheng, describing the 
scenes during his stint volunteering 
in the Republic of the Congo earlier 
this year. “There’s leaflet-drops all 
across the country telling people 
the ship is coming and then they 
will come down to the port and 
queue in the African sun to see the 
doctors for the screening days.” 

Leo’s wife Hilary adds: “It usually 
lasts for a week and within that 
week there will be enough patients 
to fill six operating theatres for 10 


months...” 

The Africa Mercy is run by Mercy 
Ships, an international Christian 
charity founded in 1978 by Don and 
Devon Stephens. The couple had a 
dream of setting up a hospital ship 
to offer free medical care and 
humanitarian aid to the world’s 
poorest countries, and, after buying 
a retired ocean liner called Victoria 
for £600,000, that dream became a 
reality. 

Every year, the Africa Mercy ship 
is staffed by up to 900 volunteers 
from 35 nations all over the world; 
with everyone from surgeons and 
doctors to cooks and carpenters 
giving up their time to work for free 


and change thousands of lives in 
the process. “It’s an amazing place 
and the atmosphere on the ship is 
electrifying,” says Leo, with a smile. 
“Everybody’s main purpose is to 
bring hope and healing to those 
desperate patients. 

“It’s like one big family; you move 
together and you grow together, and 
by growing and moving together 
you see people get saved and their 
lives change.” 

For the last 10 years, Leo - who 
works as a consultant oral and 
facial reconstructive surgeon in 
Cambridge and London - has been 
selflessly giving up two weeks of his 
holidays to volunteer with Mercy 
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Ships as part of the medical 
team who treat patients in 
countries like Liberia, Tongo, 
Benin, Sierra Leone and Ghana. 

In January he returned from 
his 11th time volunteering on 
board the ship, only this time it 
was extra special because his 
whole family went out to the 
Republic of Congo with him. 
Leo’s wife Hilary served as the 
hospital chaplain, his eldest 
daughter Kat, 22, as a healthcare 
assistant and his other daughter 
Zoe, 19, served as a cook. 

“It was amazing,” Leo 
enthuses. “I had been waiting, 
praying for the day to come 
when we could all volunteer 
together, and finally the timing 
was right.” 

Leo first heard about the ship 
10 years ago from Lord Ian 
McColl, a surgeon at Guy’s 
Hospital in London and regular 
Mercy Ships volunteer, but was 
unsure whether he wanted to 
get involved at first. “I thought it 
wouldn’t be for me,” Leo 
explains. “I had a wife and 
children and thought Mercy 
Ships were for amazing, 
missionary, selfless people.” 

He was eventually persuaded 
to sign up - and, totally 
unexpectedly, Leo’s life 
changed. ’’You’re seeing 
patient’s lives literally being 
saved by world-class surgery, 
equipment and amazing 
surgeons. When they start to 
smile again - it is just like 
‘wow!’ It’s really an amazing 
transformation to see. 

“Witnessing even the smallest 
improvement, that’s what it’s all 
about and makes me want to go 
back again and again.” 

While on board Leo has a 
vigorous schedule, usually 
performing surgery three times 
a day on children and adults 
suffering from enormous face 
and neck tumours, some of 
which can measure over 10 
inches in size. 

Many are easily treated if 
caught early, but with little or 
no medical care available in this 
part of the world, something as 
simple as toothache can turn 
life-threatening. “We see many 
conditions which in this 
country would be treated 
straight away. Here we have day 
surgery, district nurses, 
everything you could need,” Leo 
says. “We literally have a Rolls 
Royce compared to them.” 

“It really makes you realise 
how fortunate we are,” adds 
Hilary. “People moan about the 
NHS but you will get seen, in 
parts of West Africa, there is no 


one to see.” 

Many of the patients also face 
prejudice from those who 
believe certain conditions to be 
the work of the devil. They’re 
spat at, shunned and isolated in 
their own country, and there 
have even been reports of babies 
being buried alive. Leo says it’s 
heartbreaking to hear the extent 
of what they’ve been through. 

“There was this one lady who 
had a benign upper jaw tumour. 
Her children were kidnapped by 
her own mother who thought 
the tumour was a demon and 
didn’t want her grandchildren 
catching it. She was beside 
herself telling me she had to get 
it removed so she could get her 
children back.” 

“There was another lady who 
fell into a fire as a baby,” 
remembers Hilary. “Her lip was 
stuck to her chest, and her lower 
lip was about four times bigger 
than her top lip. She was like 
this until the age of 35 because 
there was no treatment.” 

Other memorable cases 
include a woman who thought 
she was pregnant but actually 
had a 35 pound tumour in her 
belly, the young girl with one leg 
that was seven inches shorter 
than the other and the man who 
couldn’t unclench his teeth. 
Every single one of them has 
seen their life changed by Mercy 
Ships. 

“This little girl is only six,” Leo 
says, showing me a photo on his 
laptop of a young girl with an 
enormous facial tumour. “She is 
walking around like a thief with 
her scarf up, other children 
won’t play with her and she has 
lost three years of her life 
because her mum has been 
carrying her from one village to 
another to look for voodoo 
doctors to help. 

“We took the tumour out and 
put a titanium plate in. This was 
her shortly after surgery,” Leo 
says, revealing a photo of a 
beaming little girl. 

Even just seeing the 
transformations on a computer 
screen is heart-wrenching, it 
must be amazing to witness 
first-hand the patients’ reaction 
when they see their new 
reflection in the mirror? “The 
eyes just pop out looking in the 
mirror because they’ve had it 
for so many years and can’t 
believe it has finally gone,” 
smiles Hilary, whose day job is 
as a Methodist minister in 
Histon. “Many of them are very 
low when they come to us; when 
you go and talk to them they 
won’t look you in the eye 


because they are so ashamed of 
their disfigurement. So I try and 
help get them over that.” 

Their gratitude, I say, must be 
overwhelming. “When the 
patients come they are at rock 
bottom, they say ‘You are the 
first handshake I have had in 20 
years, you are the first doctor I 
have met in 30 years’. The 
healing starts as soon as they 
come on the ship, they have 
probably been rejected by their 
own family but we are there to 
help them, to treat them the 
same,” Leo adds. 

Hilary and Kat - who’s 
currently studying nursing at 
university - had both been on 
the ship with Leo before but it 
was Zoe’s first time. She 
volunteered on board as part of 
her gap year, and says the 
experience was completely life¬ 
changing. “It was absolutely 
incredible, I have come back 
more mature with my eyes open 
to the world. I’ve realised there 
are people in the world who just 
can’t eat because they don’t 
have money available to them or 
the jobs to earn money,” she 
says. 

“It’s really hard to get your 
head around, and then coming 
back to the West was a huge 
culture shock because you 
realise just how much we have. 
It’s definitely changed my 
perspective on things.” 

Did it ever get too harrowing? 
“There was one moment which 
really upset me, I think it was 
when reality hit,” Zoe says. 

“We’d visited a local orphanage 
and I saw a little boy with only 
one flip-flop on and then 
another boy came along 
wearing a pair of girl’s flip-flops 
and one of them was broken. 

“It hit me that was all they 
had.” 

But despite the hard times, 
Zoe, Hilary and Leo all agree 
they would return to the ship 
tomorrow if they could and 
encourage others to get involved 
too. “It’s why I bring pictures 
back and give talks about the 
experience,” says Leo. 

“We are citizens of the world, 
not just the UK, and we can’t 
just live in a bubble. We live in 
the comfortable first world but 
the need outside that is so great. 
If we all did a little to help, the 
world would be a better place. 

“We all have God-given gifts; 
be it in the galley, surgery or 
nursing; we have a purpose in 
this world to help.”

‘Stop taking farm 
land for granted’

MP Sir Jim Paice has spoken out over the 
UK's food shortages - and says too many 
renewable energy schemes are being 
built on agricultural land. 

Sir Jim, who is MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire and the former food and 
farming minister, chaired a panel of 
Government and industry stakeholders 
concerned with meeting future demands 
on UK agricultural land. 

The event, held at the British Academy in 
London last week, saw the launch of a 
report - The Best Use of UK Agricultural 
Land - which was produced by the 
Cambridge-hosted Natural Capital 
Leaders Platform in collaboration with 
Asda, Sainsbury’s, Nestle, AB Agri, Volac, 
the National Parmers Union and the 
Country Land and Business Association. 

The report warns that by 2030, the UK 
could require up to seven million hectares 
of additional land to meet a growing pop¬ 
ulation’s food, space and renewable ener¬ 
gy needs, while increasing the area need¬ 
ed to protect nature. 

Sir Jim said: “There are no prizes in poli¬ 
tics for saying ‘I told you so’, but this 
report says everything that I would expect, 
and I wish it had been available to me 
when I was in Government. It should be a 
wake-up call to all politicians that we can¬ 
not take our land or our food for granted. 

“We have all grown up with our mouths

full, and only those over 70 can remember 
any real shortages of food. 

“Lor most of us it has been a life of 
increasing choice in a competitive market 
keeping price rises in check and for much 
of the time at below the inflation rate.” 

The report focuses on the competing 
demands for land, and the need for 
Government departments and industry to 
work together in order to optimise UK 
land use. 

Sir Jim said: “In my view, it is absurd that 


we use arable land to meet bioenergy tar¬ 
gets under the DECC 2050 Pathways anal¬ 
ysis. In my constituency, prime grade one 
and two arable land is growing maize 
after maize; bad for biodiversity, bad for 
soils and bad for food production. 

“I don’t hear the anti-meat brigade criti¬ 
cising this, yet all an AD (anaerobic diges¬ 
tion) plant is is a giant rumen and if feed¬ 
ing grain to cattle is inefficient what about 
using it in AD? 

“Solar farms are also leading to a loss of 
prime agricultural land, with the 
Department for Energy and Climate 
Change aiming for solar power to supply 
about 15 per cent of green electricity 
needs by 2020. 

“In my view, solar farms should instead 
be set up on top of large, empty rooftops in 
industrial estates or on plots of unproduc¬ 
tive brownfield land.” 

Andrew Montague-Luller, programme 
manager at CISL, and author of the report, 
said: “It is clear that more research is 
needed, and that business, government, 
farmers and landowners need to work 
together to ensure we can meet these 
growing demands, while also protecting 
the environment.”

IT’S always the pretty, talented women who 
get the trolls, the hate, and all the online 
bile. 

Cheryl Cole, Jennifer Aniston, Rihanna, 
Miley, Lana. . . their clothes, relationships 
and careers ripped into on a daily basis, 
shredded by scathing tweets, spiteful 
editorials and plastered all over the 
deliberately humiliating sidebar of shame. 

And it's become normal. So normal 
I'm expecting the Daily Mail disciple, 
publicity junky and bonafide diva version 
of Katherine Jenkins to answer the phone, 
because in a Google snapshot, that's what 
she's made out to be, not the sweetness and 
light version who takes the call. 

To be fair, getting to speak to her was a 
slight struggle: several cancellations, one 
bitter, sacked PR company and a phone 
connection that kept dissolving. Once we'd 
got through that though, the Welsh classical 
crossover singer was polite, kind, succinct 
and private, without being peevish or cold. 

It was almost disappointing; a demanding, 
unfriendly interviewee can be a joy to write. 

Right now the 33-year-old lass from 
Neath, whose soft Welsh murmur is 
borderline hypnotic, is preparing for a 
concert alongside the National Symphony 
Orchestra and special guest Celeste as 
part of the Forestry Commission's Forest 
Live series ("It's an amazing setting," she 
bubbles. "I'm very, very delighted that 
I've been invited back.'') It's just another 
moment to add to a year that's proving, so 
far, to be giddily hectic. 

In January, Jenkins re-joined Decca 
Records, the label that first discovered her a 
decade ago while she was a 20-something 
singing teacher, and went on to produce

six of her albums. The move comes after 
a lucrative but fairly miserable stint with 
Warner Bros, who wanted to capitalise on 
her poppier elements and drag her into the 
mainstream slush. It didn't work. 

It makes you wonder whether she wished 
she'd returned to Decca sooner. "I think 
sometimes you have to go away to try other 
things to realise what you want and what 
you enjoy most and the things that matter," 
she admits. 

"[Decca] totally understand classical 
music," she adds. "I'm certainly having 
a fantastic time; I've nearly finished the 
album. I don't want to change things 
because they're working. I'm in a really 
happy place." 

The album, her 10th, is set for release in 
November, but Jenkins will perform the odd 
track throughout the summer if you can't 
wait. 

Between the label switch and the new 
album she also got engaged to New York 
artist, actor and director Andrew Levitas 
in April (she split from former fiance, TV 
presenter Gethin Jones, in 2011). Have they 
started planning the big day? "There's a lot 
going on and we haven't been engaged for 
too long yet, so we're working on it but no 
set plans yet.. 

And she's just become an aunty for the 
first time too, to her sister's two-week-old 
son Rhys: "I know! It's been a wonderful 


year in terms of the album, Decca, the OBE, 
and the wedding and then the baby!" 

Has it made her broody? "I've always 
wanted children because I have a big, close 
family. It couldn't make me want children 
more because that's always been a priority. 

It makes me happy to see a family growing." 

On top of endlessly flitting across the 
globe on tour ("You're not excited by 
airports anymore, but I like getting there 
and singing"), from the outside one of the 
most challenging aspect of being a mezzo- 
soprano star seems to be the constant 
paparazzi attention. Type "Katherine 
Jenkins" into any search engine and pages 
and pages spit out images of her in stories 
that can be summed up as "Welsh singer 
wears clothes" - the latest instance being a 
dapper trip to Ascot in a blue number with a 
metallic belt. 

"It's just strange because I'm not sure 
anybody would get used to that," Jenkins 
muses, explaining how she tries to deal with 
the arbitrary attention and flashing lenses. 

"I try to live a normal everyday life behind 
the scenes. When people are so interested 
in what's going on in your personal life, of 
course it's weird. I'm not sure I'll ever be 
used to it, but I think every job has parts to 
it that maybe you'd prefer didn't happen. 

"The good parts of my job are amazing 
and I would never want to change that so 
you just deal with it."

MRS BROWN’S BOYS D’MOVIE 
(IS, 94 mins) 

FIRST conceived for Irish radio 
and then as a series of books, the 
misadventures of feisty Dublin 
matriarch Agnes Brown transitioned 
seamlessly from stage to small screen 
in 2011 with the birth of the BBC sitcom 
Mrs Brown's Boys. 

Creator Brendan O'Carroll cast 
relatives and friends in supporting 
roles, ensuring the programme was a 
true family affair. 

Critics may have been unkind but the 
series gained an ardent following. The 
2013 festive special topped ratings on 
Christmas Day, trumping Doctor Who. 

Now, Agnes and her dysfunctional 
kin stampede the big screen under the 
direction of Ben Kellett. 

Lord help anyone who gets in her 
way! 

Agnes proudly runs a fruit and 
vegetable stall in Moore Street Market, 
which has been passed down through 
the family for generations. 

The foul-mouthed harridan hopes 
her daughter Cathy (Jennifer Gibney) 
will take up the mantle but a dastardly 
developer, PR Irwin (Dermot Crowley), 
intervenes with plans to bulldoze the 
site. 

"They won't take me without a fight, 
whoever they are," Agnes tells Fat 
Annie (June Rodgers). 

Unfortunately, Agnes has a 3.8 
million Euro tax bill to settle stretching 
back to her grandmother's time. 

Aided by Cathy, her sons Mark 


(Pat Shields), Rory (Rory Cowan) 
and Dermot (Paddy Houlihan), and 
next-door neighbour Winnie (Eilish 
O'Carroll), Agnes resolves to take on 
the Irish establishment. 

Dermot's best friend Buster Brady 
(Danny O'Carroll), bumbling lawyer 
Tom Crews (Simon Delaney) and a 
well-to-do barrister called Maydo 
Archer (Robert Bathurst), who is prone 
to stress-related Tourette syndrome, 
pledge their support to Agnes's 
seemingly hopeless cause. 

Mrs Brown's Boys D'Movie opens 
with a fire safety announcement from 
the eponymous matriarch "in case we 
have to ejaculate de building". This sets 
the crude tone for the next 94 minutes. 

Punchlines are depressingly 
predictable and the absence of a 
laughter track from a live studio 
audience exposes the script's dearth of 
gags and imagination. 

O'Carroll evidently subscribes to the 


mantra: if it isn't funny on the page, 
add some profanities. 

While Spike Lee and Quentin 
Tarantino would probably doff 
their baseball caps to this slurry of 
gratuitous expletives, repeated use for 
desperate laughs becomes wearying. 

Aside from the large-scale musical 
numbers that bookmark the haphazard 
narrative and a pointlessly protracted 
chase sequence, the film has no 
obvious cinematic ambitions. 

A hare-brained subplot involving 
Mr Wang (Brendan O'Carroll again), 
Chinese owner of a school devoted to 
training blind ninjas, embraces hideous 
stereotypes that the malformed 
character might himself describe as "a 
rittle bit lacist". 

Like its small screen counterpart, Mrs 
Brown's Boys D'Movie doesn't edit out 
gaffes and revels in moments when the 
cast corpse one another. 

If only we were so easily amused.

It’s gold for Goldie at 
British Championships 


GOLDIE Sayers laid to rest her injury 
nightmares of the past two years by 
claiming her 11th national title at the 
Sainsbury’s British Championships. 

And given the arduous road to recovery 
that followed on from London 2012 
where she snapped the tendon in her 
throwing elbow, the former King’s Ely 
pupil claims this to be her best success 
yet. 

The Alexander Stadium in 
Birmingham is not the most javelin- 
friendly according to Sayers but that 
did not stop her taking gold with a 
throw of 62.75m on Sunday. 

Technically it may not have felt great 
to the 31-year-old but with time on her 
side before the Commonwealth Games 
she admits things are looking good. 

“Given what I’ve been through I think 
this one is probably my favourite and 
so I am very proud,” said Sayers, who 
hopes to compete throughout the 
Summer Series - events backed by 
long-term supporter Sainsbury’s. 

“This year is going to take a little bit 
longer to get my timing and there’s still 
a few weeks which I need but actually 
that is probably my best distance at 
this stadium. 

“It’s not actually a great stadium to 
throw javelins at but it is just so nice to 
be back out there competing. 

“There were moments that I thought I 
would never pick up a javelin again and 
a year ago certainly throwing anything 


over 40m seemed a lifetime away. 

“I am just delighted to be back and 
extend the run of titles, that was the 
main aim, but the distance was pretty 
pleasing as well. 

“Technically it was dreadful but 
when you throw 62m not very well it is 
a good sign and it is quite exciting in a 
way. 

“At the moment it is just exciting for 
me to be back, it has been three opera¬ 
tions and two years out to try and get 
back so I take nothing for granted.” 

As well as competing at Glasgow 2014 
in front of a British crowd, Sayers is also 
in line to go to Zurich for August’s 
European Championships. 

And she insists while any success on 
either stage would be fantastic, simply 
being back in action may be her biggest 
achievement this year. 

“There are a few things to work on in 
training, I have one more meet in 
Switzerland hopefully and maybe 
Monaco and then the Commonwealth 
Games,” she added. 

“I will just give it my best shot and if 
it’s enough then it’s enough but just to 
get back has been a pretty good 
achievement in itself.”

Goodjohn is 
prepared to 
fight anyone 

TYLER Goodjohn believes few boxers will want to 
step in the ring with him following his recent gallant 
points defeat to Tyrone Nurse in their English title 
clash. 

The Wentworth light-welterweight took Nurse, who 
had only lost once in 28 bouts, the distance in April, 
with the Huddersfield fighter now being lined up for a 
British title shot. 

And after recovering from a broken nose and 
ruptured ribs, Goodjohn, 23, is back in the gym ready 
to make his return at London’s York Hall on 
September 6 in a warm-up for a Southern Area title 
fight, pencilled in for October, against the winner of 
the clash between Michael Grant and John Wayne 
Hibbert next month. 

But he felt his performance against Nurse would 
have set tongues wagging in the boxing fraternity. 

Goodjohn, who won the International Masters and 
British Masters belts last year, said: “I took that fight 
because three other people didn’t want it and I was 
only about 70 per cent fit because of my rib injury. 

“Looking back, I probably should have pulled out, 
but I wanted that English title and at least I’ve gained 
a lot of experience from it. 

“I knew I’d have my work cut out, but I came out of 
it with a hell of a lot more respect, so it’s not done 
me any harm at all. 

“I had the bottle to do it, so losing to someone I 
can’t see anyone beating domestically, hasn’t 
knocked me one bit. 

“I feel I’ve boxed the best in the division and I think 
some people will want to avoid me now because 
they think I’ll fight anyone.” 

Goodjohn admitted he was itching to get back into 
action to put right the third loss of his career. 

He said: “I just wanted to get back into training and 
boxing straight after that fight. 

“The first thing in my mind was to get back fighting 
in July, but people said I shouldn’t go into another 
fight with an injury. It’s just when you lose, the only 
thing that’s going to make it better is getting back in 
there and winning.”
